State Troopers In Control. 
State troopers were hurried into 
the strike zone in a last-minute 
switch of plans by Gov. Gifford Pin- 
chot. Previous to their appearance. 
National Guardsmen who established 
martial law here during the mid­ 
summer walkout had been ordered 
to mobilize for movement Into the 
affected area, but later officials at 
Harrisburg decided the situation did 
not require the presence of troops. 
Forty of the troopers came here 
from the Butler substation and the 
rest from the Greensburg barracks. 
Some of the miners who tried to 
go to work yesterday were stopped 
by pickets. Ensuing three-sided ar­ 
guments among the deputies, miners 
and pickets resulted in three riots 
in w'hich sixteen were shot and 
nearly a score otherwise injured. 
Ten of these still were In Uniontown 
hospital today, with buckshot and 
birdshot peppered bodies, but was 
in a critical condition. 
Practically every mine In Payette 
county was idle today; only a dozen 
out of 70 worked yesterday. Opera­ 
tors were united in their policy to 
close the mines at the first sign of 
a picket line to frustrate any argu­ 
ments between pickets and miners.

King Solomon 


'‘Brass Tacks” On The Sunday School Lesson

Psalms 100:4- 
*Ealer into his gat«s with thanksgiving» and into his

(The interaational uniform lesson 
for September 17 is I Kings, chap­ 
ters 5 to 8, especially 8:1-11, the 
Golden Text being Psalm 100:4, “En­ 
ter into his gates with thanksgiving, 
and into his courts with praise.”) 


A L ^ E. BELL 
life holds many unfulfilled pur­ 
poses and ideals for every aspiring 
soul. 
“David could not build an 
house unto the name of the Lord his 
God for the wars which mere about 
him on every side.” But neverthe­ 
less God took the mrish for the deed, 
and said to David, “Whereas it was 
in thine heart to build an house 
unto my name, thou didst well that 
it was in thine heart.” And David 
was big enough that the frustration 
of his chief ambition did not embit­ 
ter his soul. He might not be the 
builder, but he did not therefore 
despise the privilege of assembling 
materials in preparation for another 
to build into the temple of God. 
Solomon might have dissipated the 
strength of the house of David in 
conflict with the house of Saul, for 
there were still those who resented 
the change in dynasties. But Solo­ 
mon revealed his. mdsdom in center­ 
ing the people’s interest, not in either 
of these rival houses, but in the 
house of God. He gave the nation 
a great positive objective, a worthy 
constructive program and welded 
rival interests in a great work whose 
underlring incentive was worship, 
not the glory of Solomon which 
might have been disputed, but the 
glory of God which none could dis- 
putci 
Building the Temple 
It took 300,000 men 20 years to 
build iMie of the pyramids and more 
than five centuries to give West­ 
minster Abbey its jMresent form, but 
Solomon’s temple, the most magnifi­ 
cent building of the ancient world, 
mas built in seven and one-half 
years by an army of over 183,000 
builders. 
Cedars of Lebanon m-ere brought 
from the realm of Hiram, king of 
Tyre; marble from Jerusalem, and 
gold and precimis stones brought 
from the ends of the earth. 
Building in Silenee 
Both the material and the method 
of this ancient masonry are indicat­ 
ed in the scriptures thus: “And the 
house mhen it was In building, mas 
built of stone made ready before it 
was brought thither: so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house, while 
it was in building.” This is reverence

Lawrence County poultrymen who 
яге troubled with cannibalism 
i n ; 
their flocks can borrow some ideas | 
on control from two growers in the 
w'estcm p art of the state. 
George McCoy of Enon Valley, 
noticed last fall th at his pullets w’ere 
starting m uch of their cannibalism 
on the nests. There 
were 
a few 
“outlaw” birds in the flock whic-i 
stood on the nest perches and 
ed the layers when they w^ere deliv­ 
ering their eggs. This action 
ed hemorrhages and encouraged the 
birds to continue picking after the 
layers returned to the floor. As a 
reeult. he lost birds 
from 
“pick- 
outs.” 
, _ 
Since McCoy’s nests were relative­ 
ly low he found th a t 
the 
layers 
could fly or Jump into the nests 
without the aid of the perches, 
ite 
removed the perches and thus made 
it impossible for the “outlaws*' 
to 
commit their attecks. This prac­ 
tically eliminated the trouble. 
E S. Frey, of MeadvUle, noticed 
th a t cannibalism started the sanfe 
way in his flock. He 
moved 
the 
nest perches 12 to 14 inches away 
from the nests. This permitted the 
pullets A good lighting 
place 
on 
their way to the nests but the “out­ 
laws” could not reach and interfere 
with 
birds while they were laying. 
Many poultrymen 
believe 
that 
“blow-outs” are the primary trouble 
and “plck-auts” follow. It is a fact 
though, th a t many birds are only 
slighUy picked and later inflam m a­ 
tion and swelling develop in the ov­ 
iduct. This Interferes with a hen’s 
laying and prolapses follow. Much 
of this trouble is slight picking at 
first, prolapse is the second stage, 
and the birds are finally destroyed 
by “pick-outs." 


CULLING POOR COWS PAYS 
DAIRY FARMER 
Rigid culling of the dairy herds in 
Lawrence County is demanded by 
the present situation in the dairy 
business. 
On m any dairy farm s the number 
of dairy cattle has increased during 
recent years and on a m ajority of 
these farm s there are some cattle 
with a milk-iMroducing capacity so 
low as to preclude any possibility of 
profit. To cull these anim als from 
the herd would at once put the herd 
on a better business basis. 
An additional urgent reason for 
culling COW’S now is the fact th a t on 
m any farm s there is a shortage of 
feeds for winter use and all farm s 


face the probability of 
distinctly 
higher prices for purchaser feeds. 
All dairymen are urged to reduce 
the number of cattle in their l^rds 
before winter begins to the point 
where there will be feed in abun­ 
dance during the winter for all an ­ 
imals kept. It is the well fed cow 
th at makes the 
greatest 
profits. 
Skimping on feed always reduces 
the net income and also weakens 
the vitality of the animals. 
Many dairy farm ers are 
culling 
from their herds all cows with an 
average yearly production 
of 
250 
pounds of butterfat or less. If this 
practice were to become general in 
our county, the net returns in dairy 
production would be greatly increas­ 
ed through saving the losses 
now 
caused 
by poor cows. Those 
who 
cull now will find themsedves fi­ 
nancially ahead next 
spring 
for 
having done so. 


gAVE GARDEN SEEDS FROM 
BEST PLANTS 
Many gardener^of Lawrence coun­ 
ty save their own vegetable seeds, 
particularly when a strain has prov­ 
ed itself adapted to local needs and 
conditions. 
Entire plants, and not merely in­ 
dividual tomatoes, ears of com, or 
bean pods, should 
be 
considered. 
Seed should be saved from only the 
best. To avoid crossing, it is bet­ 
ter to grow only one variety in the 
same place. 
Sweet com requires a distance of 
600 feet to prevent 
crossing 
with 
other varieties of com. The 
ears 
should be harvested, husked and 
dried as soon as m ature. The best 
sweet corn seed Is firm 
and 
dry, 
with finely wrinkled vitreous 
or 
glossy appearance of the kernels in­ 
dicating a high sugar content. 
Tomato and other seed, to which 
pulp is attached, may be cleaned by 
allowing ferm entation to occur be­ 
fore washing. After washing, clean­ 
ing and drying the seed requires a 
dry storage place protected from ro­ 
dents.

STATE COLLEGE COMPARES 
TURKEY HENS AND 
PULLETS 
W hen turkey growers are selecting 
their breeding birds the question of 
whether hens or pullets are to be 
saved m ust be decided. 
During the past three hatching 
seasons Prof. D. R. Marble, of the 
Pennsylvania State College poultry 
husbandry departm ent, kept trap- 
nest and hatchability 
records 
of 
birds in their pullet and hen years. 
The study covered 10 Mrds which 
were pullets in 1931 and hens in 1932 
and 14 birds th a t were pullets in 
1932 and hens this year. 
There were no consistent differ­ 
ences between the pullet and hen 
years 
except in 
egg 
production, 
weight of 
eggs, and the 
average 
num ber of young turkeys hatched 
per breeder. The hens of 1932 laid 
an average of about 10 eggs less 
than they did in their pullet year, 
whUe those of 1933 dropped an av­ 
erage of 29 eggs. Both years the 
hens laid larger eggs th an they did 
as pullets. 
There were 35 poults hatched per 
hen in 1932. These same females 
produced an average of 31 poults in 
1931. The 14 hens of 1933 produced 
an average of 33.7 poults compared 
to 43.2 poults in their pullet year of 
1932. These 
differences in poults 
per breeder were due largely to the 
lower egg production of the females 
during their second breeding year. 
The mortaUty of all the young tu r­ 
keys was so small th at no consistent 
difference was noted in the livabil- 
ity of the poults hatched from eggs 
laid by pullets and hens. 
Eggs laid by the birds in their 
pullet and hen years 
showed 
no 
consistent dlfferencos 
in 
fertility 
and hatchability. 


STORE MATURE ONIONS IN 
DRY COOL PLACE 
Onions are ready to harvest as 
soon as most of the tops have brok­ 
en down. Bulbs having large cm* soft 
necks will not keep in storage and 
should be used at onfce or discarded. 
Bulbs to be stored should be dried 
by spreading them out on the floor 
of a well-ventilated shed or room. 
As soon as dry the tops can be cut 
off about an inche from the bulbs 
which can then be stored in crates 
w’here it is dry and cool.
